WHEREAS, on August 31, 1989, the Palm Beach County Board of 
County Commissioners adopted the 1989 Comprehensive Plan by 
Ordinance No. 89-17; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
amends the 1989 Comprehensive Plan as provided by Chapter 163, Part 
II, Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
have initiated amendments to several elements of the Comprehensive 
Plan in order to promote the health, safety and welfare of the 
public of Palm Beach County; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Local Planning Agency conducted 
a public hearing on May 23, June 13, June 20, and October 24, 1997, 


to review the proposed amendments to the Palm Beach County 
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Comprehensive Plan and made recommendations regarding the proposed 
amendments to the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners, 
as the governing body of Palm Beach County, conducted a public 
hearing pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida Statutes, on July 
21, 1997, to review the recommendations of the Local Planning 
Agency, whereupon the Board of County Commissioners authorized 
transmittal of proposed amendments to the Department of Community 
Affairs for review and comment pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, 
Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, Palm Beach County received on October 20, 1997, the 
Department of Community Affairs "Objections, Recommendations, and 
Comments Report,” dated October 16, 1997, which was the 
Department's written review of the proposed Comprehensive Plan 
amendments; and 

WHEREAS, the written comments submitted by the Department of 
Community Affairs contained no objections to the amendments 
contained in this ordinance; and 

WHEREAS, on November 17, 1997, the Palm Beach County Board of 
County Commissioners held a public hearing to review the written 
comments submitted by the Department of Community Affairs and to 
consider adoption of the amendments; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
has determined that the amendments comply with all requirements of 
the Local Government Comprehensive Planning and Land Development 
Regulations Act. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 


COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that:

The provision of this Ordinance shall become and be made a 
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part of the 1989 Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan. The 
Sections of the Ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to 
accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be changed to 
"section," "article," or any other appropriate word. 

Part V. Effective Date 

The effective date of this plan amendment shall be the date a 
final order is issued by the Department of Community Affairs or 
Administration Commission finding the amendment in compliance in 
accordance with Section 163.3184, Florida Statutes, whichever 
occurs earlier. No development orders, development permits, or 
land uses dependent on this amendment may be issued or commence 
before it has become effective. If a final order of noncompliance 
is issued by the Administration Commission, this amendment may 
nevertheless be made effective by adoption of a resolution 
affirming its effective status, a copy of which resolutions shall 
be sent to the Department of Community Affairs, Bureau of Locai 
Planning, 2740 Centerview Drive, Tallahassee, Florida 32399-2100.

23. REVISED EXISTING AND FUTURE CONDITIONS 
III. EXISTING CONDITIONS 
A. Description of the Library Taxing District 


The Palm Beach County Library Taxing District was established by the passage of a Special Act of 
the Legislature in 1967. This Act allowed the Board of County Commissioners to establish a Library 
System and a dependent taxing district to support it. The taxing district was to be made up of all areas 
of Palm Beach County “not taxed by a municipality for library services.” Thus the district consists 
of all the unincorporated areas of the County and of those cities that choose not to tax themselves 
for library purposes. 


Also provided for in the Special Act is a Library Advisory Board made up of 15 members appointed 
by the Board of County Commissioners. The Advisory Board’s duty is to evaluate library service and 
advise the County Commissioners and the library staff on matters related to the library. Board 
members are also charged with recommending to the Board of County Commissioners a candidate 
for the position of Library Director. 


Currently, the Library Taxing District is made up of the unincorporated area, plus 22 24 of the 37 38 
municipalities in Palm Beach County.

In addition to the Library Taxing District, there is The Library Cooperative of the Palm Beaches. This 
Cooperative is based on contractual relations between the cities who are members (Boynton Beach, 
Lake Park, Riviera Beach, Pahokee; and West Palm Beach) and the county. The basis of this 


monnen O., 
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agreement is that all members of the cooperative will provide service to citizens of all other members 
on the same basis as they provide service of their own citizens. 


The Library performs-anumber-of service totes-using the funds provided is funded by ad valorem 
taxes approved by the Board of County Commissioners, and by other revenue sources. These funds 


form the base of facilities, staff and materials that supports Library Service. 
B. Library Facilities 


The Library provides service through ten fifteen facilities located throughout the Library Taxing 
District.

The approach used to insure quality library service throughout the Library Taxing District is one that 
provides three Levels of Service. 


The first tier is the Neighborhood Branch Libraries, which provides general library service to the 
people in the immediate vicinity. The second tier is the Regional Branch, which provides 
neighborhood service to people in the immediate area. It also provides many of the information, 
research and group program services usually associated with a central Library to people from the 
surrounding parts of the County. The third tier is the Central Library, which provides both 
neighborhood and regional services. This library is also the final resource for all of the smaller 


facilities in the Library Taxing District.

The library staff consists of 215 288 (275.75 FTE) permanent employees and 45 57 (28.50 FTE) 
student part-time workers. The permanent staff is made up of 47 70 (69 FTE) professional librarians 
and +68 218 (206.75 FTE) support staff. This staffing level allows the various library facilities to be 
open 526 693 public service hours a week (combined total of all branches).

D. Analysis 


The usual measurement of material availability is books; magazines or other types-of material holdings 
per capita. This gives us the library a way to compare libraries of different size with some accuracy. 
The measures used in this analysis are: 


9 Volumes-of books Holdings per capita; 


> Subscriptions to magazines per capita; and 
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5 Dollar expenditure for new technology materials per capita, and

The indicator of the adequacy of the library collection is books holdings per capita. In determining 
the amount of library materials necessary to serve the population of Patm-Beach-€ounty the Library 
Taxing District, it is necessary to consider the recommended amounts given in the American Library 
Association and Florida Standards. 


The substantial shortages in library material experienced by the Palm Beach County Library System 
are partly due to the short history of the Library and to the rapid growth experienced by the County. 
The Library System opened in 1968, and the Library Taxing District has grown from 119,506 in 1970 
to an estimated 497,465 489,439 in 1988, to 612.379 in 1995. This represents a 25% increase in 
Library Taxing district population between 1988 and 1995. 


IV. FUTURE CONDITIONS 


As a result of the county's rapid growth, a substantial increase in the library budget has only 
generated an increase of about 0.7 to 0.8 books per capita during that period. 


The following chart shows the population projections for the Library Taxing District for each of the 
Planning time frames and build out.

Facility expansions have been and continue to be addressed through the Library Expansion Program. 
The first phase of the program was approved in 1986. A two year ad valorem tax of 1/2 mil was 
collected providing an estimated $20 million for Library capital expenditures. 
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th the initial phase of the library expansion comp i brary has not only met the go Í 
988. but exceeded them by including an additional municipality in the Library Taxing District and 
constructing two new facilities not previously planned. When Pahokee joined the Taxing District in 
989. ownership of its 4,500 square foot library was transferred to the County ther, 2 6t 
quare foot leased storefront branch pianned Ic 93uth Bav was replaced with a new 4.000 square 
not free-standing facility owned bv the County. This was made possible through a donation of land 


rom the Citv. and ad valorem taxes supplemented with a $100,000 state erant to aid in constructior 


1 addition. a new 8.000 square foot branch was built in Roval Palm Beach to replace th aC 

ilitv, This was accomplished with a donation of land from the Village, and by converting site 
acquisition funds to construction funds. Plans for an 8.000 square foot addition to the West Atlanti 
Avenue Branch were modified to a 5,000 square foot adjacent building when the cost of the origine 
esi led the bud T ; 


With completion of the Library Expansion Program, the system encompasses 2t8;200 220,580 square

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A second phase of expansion is being projected to alleviate the short-fall between existing space and 
future needs. The post-Library Expansion Program or Phase II projects are: a new Central Library 
of 140,000 square feet, plus a support center of 30,000 square feet. In addition, new or expanded 
branch facilities are proposed, in the following table.
